“YOU CAN BELIEVE IT IF YOU CAN HEAR IT”

A producer crosses his fingers and counts on a good many different things to help 
sell the new show he is bringing to town. He counts on his stars, if he has been able to 
corral any. He counts on his title, and the ability of his promotion man to stamp it 
indelibly on the minds of millions of people. He counts on good notices, and is stunned 
when he gets them. He counts on the time of year, the location of his theater, and the 
absolute certainty that the play opening just two days before his is a sure-fire dog that 
will make the next one look magnificent by comparison. 


But these things constitute no more than an advance bombardment, the expendable 
first wave of hopes. When all else has failed—when the critics have behaved as they 
usually do, when his title has become hopelessly confused with the title of a monstrous 
play that opened a week earlier, when a sudden recession has set in twenty-four hours 
before the opening-night curtain—he turns to his last, best hope: to that spiritual reality 
known as word-of-mouth. 


Nothing to Lose : 

As a matter of fact, I think all of us trust the word-of-mouth on a show more than 
anything else. It is the purest of all possible reactions: the disinterested report of dis- 
interested people who have paid for their seats and who have nothing to lose and nothing 
to gain by their surly silences or heated hallelujahs. 


You can’t trust a critic because a critic may be bored; you can’t trust a promotion 
man because it is his business to seduce you; you can’t trust a star because stars have a 
habit of wanting to be seen in Chekov, or reasonable facsimile thereof. Word-of-mouth, 
on the other hand, cannot help being accurate: good for a good play, bad for a bad play, 
so-so (with a slight shrug) for an inbetweener. That’s the plain truth, and I guess I believe 
it. 

The only aifficulty I have with word-of-mouth is hearing it. I’ve been trying now, 
scientifically, for quite some time. I’ve shuffled around lobbies, practically all ears; I’ve 
brought people drinks at parties and then hovered, alert, ready to snatch up the veriest 
crumb of theatrical conversation; I’ve even asked people. The results are confusing. 


For instance, do you know what the word-of-mouth on Peter Ustinov’s political 
fantasy, “Romanoff and Juliet,” really is? I find that the esthetic merits of the enter- 
tainment are grouped, roughly, into two categories: (a) “He looks younger than he does 
on television”; (b) “Does he always wear that beard?” The play, so far as I can see, has 
run all season on the excitement generated by these trenchant whispers, and now that 
Tom Poston has taken over for Mr. Ustinov I can’t imagine what the wild waves are 
saying. Perhaps Mr. Poston also looks younger than he does on television, and all will 
be well. Perhaps he looks taller than he does on television, and a whole new surge at the 
box-office is in the making. 


Treasured Memories 

Was ever word-of-mouth stranger than that on “My Fair Lady”? It all came from 
out of town, before New York had so much as set foot in the Hellinger: your relatives told 
you about it, your postman told you about it, your Internal Revenue Agent told you about 
it. After the explosive opening night here, it was still talked about by agitated, bright-eyed 
people who had secured tickets for six months hence but, of course, hadn’t seen it yet. Once 
a reasonable portion of the population had caught up with it, though, I don’t think I 
ever heard anyone discuss it again—except for those several thousand forgetful folk who 
discovered, at 10:30 on a given evening, that their tickets had been for that night. 
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What caused so many delighted theatregoers to sink into permanent speechlessness 
I don’t know: perhaps they were treasuring their memories, perhaps talking about it 
might have seemed as gauche and vulgar as praising the Old Testament, perhaps the long 
tussle with their ticket brokers had drained them of emotional vitality forever. Not that the 
new paralysis mattered. By this time people were talking about “My Fair Lady” in Lon- 
don, where it wasn’t due to open for two years. 


I find I’m not being entirely honest here: I did hear at least twenty-five people talk 
about “My Fair Lady” after they’d seen it. Twenty-four of them talked about Julie 
Andrews, and what they said was: “She just opens her mouth and sings.” I remember 
the phrase clearly. The twenty-fifth person just couldn’t see where “My Fair Lady” 
was so much better than “Portofino”. 


Confused or not, I have gone on collecting the phrases that seem to sell shows. “Look 
Back in Anger” has had an extraordinarily healthy run here, apparently because its 
customers have, to a man, tossed back their heads and said “Don’t tell me anybody ever 
lived in a place like that!” “Oh, Captain!” has stirred up all sorts of keen speculation 
because Tony Randall operates a ship directly between London and Paris, which is 
impossible, and there are maps to prove it. And the bitter, searing philosophical pessimism 
of Freidrich Duerrenmatt’s “The Visit” has caused endless discussion: does Lynn Fontanne 
look better in the white satin against the red sedan-chair or in the peasant dirndl that is 
cut so high? 


Mysterious and wonderful are the ways of the theater.

authors. His work has been extraordi- 
narily successful in America, notably 
“Springtime for Henry,” a perennial fav- 
orite, and “Clutterbuck” which starred 
Arthur Morgatson and Faye Emerson on 
Broadway.

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FRANCES STERNHAGEN first came to 
the attention of New York critics and 
audiences when she appeared off-Broad- 
way several years ago in Anouilh’s 
“Thieves’ Carnival.”

They have 
been chosen for outstanding abilities and promise of successful stage careers by a 
distinguished committee in New York, comprising of Miss Lillian Gish, Miss Cornelia 
Otis Skinner, Mr. Guthrie McClintic, Mr. Alfred deLiagre, Jr., Mr. Vinton Freedley 
and Mr. Charles Mooney. 


This unique project in theatre education is being financed by the Raymond 
Moore Foundation and by individual contributors.
